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At  the  time  of  writing  this  piece,  winter 
had  returned  to  our  province  after  a 
balmy  November.  Although  the  majority  of 
these  construction  projects  are  within  the 
existing  buildings,  the  warm  temperatures 
across  the  province  ensured  that  the  scope 
of  work  on  the  roof  of  the  Jubilee  Auditoria 
was  completed  with  ease. 

And  now  winter  has  arrived  with  frigid  tem- 
peratures and  the  work  continues  at  a 
feverish  pace  within  the  two  facilities. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  masthead  above, 
our  second  issue  of  this  construction 
newsletter  is  an  update  from  both  the 
Northern  and  the  Southern  Alberta  Jubilee 
Auditoria.  As  many  of  you  are  familiar  with 
both  facilities,  we  have  combined  our 
newsletter  to  bring  you  current  information 
on  both  buildings. 

Inside  you  will  find  an 
information  page  from 
CVP  Group,  the  primary 
architect  on  this  project. 

In  the  planning  for  this 
renovation,  the  facilities 
were  treated  as  one 
through  the  entire  plan- 
ning and  design  stages.  It 
was  only  once  we  moved 
into  tendering  the  proj- 
ects for  construction  that 
the  facilities  were  sepa- 
rated. Therefore  CPV  has 
been  an  integral  member 
of  the  planning  for  both 
facilities. 

It  seems  amazing  to  the 
staff  of  these  facilities 
that  we  have  been  out  of 


the  buildings  for  over  six  months.  Time 
seems  to  be  flying  by.  We  have  appreciat- 
ed the  calls  from  our  regular  clients 
asking  when  they  can  come  "home." 

We  are  currently  developing  some  events  for 
September  2-5  in  each  facility  to  celebrate 
our  re-opening. 

After  September  5,  both  buildings  have 
clients  booked  through  September,  October, 
November  and  December.  If  you  are  consid- 
ering renting  one  or  both  of  the  facilities  in 
the  Fall  of  2005,  we  would  encourage  you  to 
contact  us  immediately.

Back-of-House/Front-of-House 


The  back-of-house/front-of-house  corridor  is  an 
addition  to  the  building  on  the  house-right  side 
designed  so  that  performers  and  staff  will  no  longer 
have  to  find  their  way  through  the  basement  to  go 
from  backstage  to  the  lobbies.  To  say  that  the  old 
basement  route  was  a labyrinth  of  passages  and  tun- 
nels, ramps  and  stairs  is  an  understatement.  Staff 
often  joked  that  they  would  have  to  send  out  the 
dogs  to  find  lost  and  forlorn  performers  looking  for  a 
way  to  get  to  their  entrance. 


The  new  corridor  will  also  be  used  to  take  persons 
with  disabilities  to  the  wheelchair  seating  at  the 
front  of  the  auditorium.  The  wheelchair  lift  at  the 
one  end  of  the  corridor  will  stop  at  three  levels:  the 
corridor,  the  backstage  shop  and  the  main  floor 
of  the  auditorium.  The  wheelchair  lift  and  the  corri- 
dor are  large  enough  to  move  the  9 foot  concert 
grand  piano  between  backstage  and  the  lobby.  It  will 
be  used  for  merchandise  and  equipment  as  well 
as  personnel. 


Beside  the  elevator  will  be  a door  so  that  large 
groups  of  performers  can  be  paraded  through  without 
having  to  wait  for  the  elevator.  Due  to  the  design  of 
the  building,  it  has  been  possible  to  include  some 
very  valuable  storage  adjacent  to  the  corridor  that 
will  be  used  for  audio  equipment.

Progress  at  the  Northern  Alberta  Jubilee  Auditorium 


After  the  dramatic  changes  in  the  first  weeks  of  this 
project,  with  the  removal  of  the  seats  and  the  wall 
paneling  in  the  main  auditorium,  things  have  con- 
tinued to  progress,  although  the  visible  changes  are 
less  dramatic. 

The  work  over  the  past  three  months  has  focused  on 
the  electrical  and  mechanical  installs.  These  are 
items  that  our  clients  and  audience  never  see,  but 
very  quickly  notice  if  they  are  not  working.  The  new 
heating  and  ventilation  system  has  meant  a com- 
plete strip  of  the  old  mechanical  room  to  create  a 
large  air  plenum  directly  under  the  main  floor  of  the 
audience  chamber.  This  air  plenum  will  provide  the 
air  to  the  main  floor  air  vents.  There  will  be  air 
vents  under  approximately  every  second  seat,  on 
each  level,  that  will  allow  cool  or  temperate  air  to 
rise  through  the  audience  chamber. 


Main  theatre  doors  with  the  new  conduit  November,  2004. 


The  conduit  begins  in  the  new  audio  patch  room  backstage  and 
runs  about  200  feet  to  the  new  sound  control  room  at  the  back 
of  the  main  floor.  These  conduits  will  carry  all  the  audio,  video 
and  communications  system  signals  between  the  sound  control 
room  and  the  stage. 


The  new  ceiling  for  the  front  half  of  the  audience 
chamber  has  been  designed  and  a mock-up  arrived 
from  Missouri  shortly  before  Christmas.  The  seats 
have  been  ordered  and  delivery  is  expected  in  early 
Spring.  The  seat  selected  is  one  of  the  chairs  that 
was  on  display  in  the  building  prior  to  closing.  It 
has  a high  back  with  wooden  arms.  The  fabric  and 
wood  stain  have  also  been  chosen. 

In  the  past  month  work  has  begun  on  the  construc- 
tion of  the  terraces  on  the  main  floor  and  on  the 
first  balcony. 


New  audio  patch  room.  November,  2004. 


This  space  used  to  be  an  airshaft  that  ran  from  the  basement 
to  the  top  of  the  building  for  the  previous  air  handling  system. 
No  longer  needed  with  the  new  system,  the  installation  of  a 
floor  at  stage  level  provides  a new  audio  patch  room  on  stage 
left.  This  room  will  house  the  vast  majority  of  the  audio,  video 
and  communications  equipment  in  the  building.  It  will  serve  as 
a central  interconnect  location  to  manage  all  input  and  output 
signals  to  the  various  parts  of  the  system. 


Creation  of  the  new  audio  control  room.  November,  2004. 

The  space  outlined  by  piping  represents  the  new  audio  control 
room  located  at  the  back  of  the  main  floor  in  the  audience 
chamber.  The  new  room  will  house  the  paging  system  and  pro- 
gram sound  equipment  and  will  feature  a moveable  wall  to 
allow  for  the  Yamaha  PM1D  digital  audio  console  to  be  relo- 
cated to  the  audience  chamber  when  necessary.

Progress  at  the  Southern  Alberta  Jubilee  Auditorium 


As  we  begin  2005,  and  get  closer  to  our  move  back 
into  the  building,  it  is  comforting  to  see  the  Main 
Hall  start  to  take  shape.  Much  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  first  six  months,  however  most  of  it 
is  internal  infrastructure  renewal.  The  public  space 
is  now  at  the  top  of  the  list  for  some  major 
activities. 

Our  temporary  offices  are  located  at  SAIT  in  the 
Colonel  James  Walker  Building,  a stone's  throw 
from  our  building  which  enables  our  technicians  to 
have  regular  visits  with  the 
contractors.  At  this  time  the 
contractors  are  reporting  all 
critical  paths  are  on  schedule.

Coordinator)  have  used  the  time,  in  between  visits 
with  the  sub-trades,  to  do  much  needed  mainte- 
nance on  all  of  the  facility's  technical  equipment.

Sound  Redesign  at  the  Auditoria 


1 Traditional  theories  of  sound  suggested  that  sound  waves  travel  in  straight  lines, 
radiating  from  their  source;  this  resulted  in  poor  sound  quality  in  the  centre  of  the  halls. 

2 Modern  theories  illustrate  that  sound  bounces  off  surfaces  before  reaching  the  listener; 
a shoebox-shaped  hall  produces  optimum  listening  conditions. 

3 The  redeveloped  Jubilee  Auditoria  combine  the  traditional  fan-shaped  plan  with  a 
'shoebox'  plan  created  by  the  new  terraces.  This  ensures  significant  surfaces  off  of 
which  sound  can  bounce,  resulting  in  optimum  sound  quality. 

4 New  Jubilee  Auditoria  orchestra  level  plan 

5 Sound  bypasses  the  listener  in  traditional  fan-shaped  halls. 

6 Sound  bouncing  off  walls  and  other  surfaces  results  in  sound  waves  being 
concentrated  around  the  listener's  ears.

Further  enhancements  to  the  lighting  system  will  result  from  the  current  renova- 
tion. To  improve  the  hall's  acoustics,  a large  portion  of  the  existing  plaster 
ceiling  was  removed.  This  also  meant  removing  the  existing  lighting  positions 
and  catwalks.  New  catwalks  were  designed  and  installed.  These  catwalks  will 
incorporate  the  lighting  equipment  and  offer  maximum  flexibility  to  meet  the 
demands  of  any  production.

When  the  Auditorium  was  originally  designed,  its  primary  function  was  the 
presentation  of  productions  on  the  stage  proper  with  an  orchestra  in  the 
pit,  and  the  lighting  system  was  installed  accordingly.  Some  of  the  acts  of  the 
day  liked  to  perform  closer  to  the  audience.  To  accommodate  this,  the  orchestra 
pit  was  covered  over  with  heavy  beams  and  floor  inserts.  Because  these  acts  were 
usually  soloists,  the  lighting  system  was  sufficient.  Soon  the  acts  became  larger 
and  they  all  wanted  to  perform  close  to  the  audience.  Manually  covering  the 
orchestra  pit  to  accommodate  this  was  no  longer  feasible,  and  a hydraulic 
orchestra  pit  was  installed.  The  lighting  system  was  not  adequate  for  these  larger 
groups  performing  on  the  new  hydraulic  pit.  Over  the  years,  the  front  lighting 
was  improved  by  installing  additional  lights  in  slots  in  the  Auditorium  ceiling 
and  by  creating  a followspot  gondola.  The  lighting  system  was  improved  as  much 
as  possible  within  the  confines  of  the  original  ceiling  configuration,  but  it  was 
still  not  optimal.

Above  the  catwalks,  a ceiling  consisting  of  three  layers  of  drywall  is  being 
installed  on  rubber  isolated  studs  to  create  a noise  isolating  cavity  designed  to 
improve  the  hall's  acoustics.  To  accomplish  this  work,  an  elaborate  system  of 
scaffolding  and  flooring  was  erected.  The  complexity  of  this  undertaking  must 
be  seen  to  be  fully  appreciated!
